ORDER No. 11/76 
Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 22nd June 1976 

S.O. 422(E)/I.E.C. A . /4/76 _In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 3 and 4-‘A' 

of the Imports & Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order further to amend the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Imports (Control) Fourth Amendment Order, 1976. 

2. In the Imports (Control) Order, 1955—■ 

(a) Sub-clause 11(2) (a) (i) shall be amended to read as under: 

“(i) by hospitals or medical institutions for their own use, provided the c.i.f. 
value of such goods imported at any one time shall not exceed Rs. 10,000.00." 

(b) Sub-clause 11(2) (b)(1) shall be amended to read as under: 

“(i) by hospitals or medical institutions for their own use, provided the c.i.f. value 
of such goods imported at any one time shall not exceed Rs. 25,000.00." 

(c) Sub-clause 11 (2) (e) shall be substituted as under: 

“Scientific instruments, equipments, apparatus and appliances, whether electronic 
or electrically operated or otherwise, replacement parts thereof and compo¬ 
nents required for the construction of scientific instruments, equipments, 
apparatus and appliances, whether electronic or electrically operated or 
otherwise and raw materials required for research and development and 
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declared as such, by Research and Development units recognised by the 
Department of Science and Technology, Government of India, New Delhi, 
all government research institutions under the Central or a State Govern¬ 
ment, universities, Indian Institutes of Technology, research laboratories/ 
institutions of Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, Indian Coun¬ 
cil of Agricultural Research, Indian Council of Medical Research and Indian 
Institute of Science, Bangalore and Indian School of Mines, Dhanbad for 
their own use upto a value not exceeding Rs. 1.00 lakh (c.i.f.) in a 
financial year. The importer shall give a declaration to the customs 
authorities at the time of clearance indicating the c.i.f- value of such goods 
already imported in the same year. It shall also be obligatory on the part 
of the importer to inform the Department of Science and Technology, 
Government of Indi'a, New Delhi, within 30 days of the clearance of the 
goods through customs, the particulars of the goods imported,” 

(d) The following sub-clause 11(2)0) shall be inserted after the existing sub¬ 

clause 11 (2) (It):— 

‘‘scientific instruments, equipments, apparatus and appliances, whether electronic or 
electrically operated or otherwise, replacement parts thereof and compo¬ 
nents, required for construction of scientific instruments, equipments, appara¬ 
tus and appliances, whether electronic or electrically operated or otherwise 
by technical and research institutions or government research and analytical 
laboratories including colleges and other institutions not covered by sub¬ 
clause 11 (2) (e) of this Order, technical and educational institutions recog¬ 
nised by University Grants Commission/Ministry of Education including 
engineering, medical and agricultural colleges, both government and pri¬ 
vate for their own use, provided the c.i.f. value of such goods imported 
at any one time shall not exceed Rs. 5,000.00 or shall not exceed 
Rs. 25,000.00 in one lot per annum subject to the condition that if the 
second alternative is preferred then at the time of clearance, the importer 
shall give a declaration to the customs authorities to the effect that he 
has not and shall not avail of the facility of importing these articles upto 
Ra. 25,000.00, in value, at any one time during the same financial year ” 

(e) The following sub-clause 11 (2)(m) may be deemed to have been inserted after 

the existing clause 11(2X1): 

“by hospitals, medical institutions including nursing homes and registered medical 
practitioners, the family planning equipments specified below, without 
any monetary limit, provided the same are required for their own use : 

1. Laproscope with accessories and spares thereof. 

2. Culdoscope with accqsories and spares thereof. 

3. Hysteroscope with accessories and spares thereof. 

4. Vacuum suction apparatus and spare parts thereof.”
